The problems of tlie foreign student at McGill Uni- 
versity \Vere discussed in detail yesterday at the first ' 
annual Seminar df tiie ISA. . - 



The impressions a foreign stu- 
dent receives of his Canadian 
coUeaguos, and the barriers 
whicli prevent communication 
between the two «roup were the 
main topics reviewed during the 
two , sessions, held in the Union 
from 2 pm until 6. 

Tlie Seminar, which will con- 
tinue this afternoon, attended by 
approximately thlrtj» delegates, 
both foreign and Canadiiin. 
Anions the foreign delegates arc 
students from such countries as 
India; Italy, Nigeria. Ethiopia, 
Norway, Austria, and Scotland. 

BLAME ■ 

It was generally ' felt by the 
dcleaates that both Canadian and 
foreign students are to blame lor 
tho poor relations between them. 
On the one hand, Canadians were 
observed to be aloof and con> 
desccndinj; toward foreigners. 

While many Canadians indi- 
vidually are interested in asso- 
ciating with foreign students, it 
was pointed out that there is a 
social stigma attached to mixing 
with supposedly inferioc people. 

This state of affairs was de- 
plored, since. the very fact that 
everyone on a University Campus 
IS a student creates an area of 
common interest for all whether 
foreign or Canadians. 

CAUSE 

It was mentioned that foreign 
students , themselves are i^ften 
the cause' of their own seclusion, 
because they tend to congrëgate

These student.s natu- 
rally- find it extremely hard to 
he aggressive and to make 
friends, he added. 

SUGGESTION 

Several suggestions were made 
to remedy the .situation, among 
which was the creation of an or- 
ganization which, on an informal 
basis would try to promote bet- 
ter rclatioas iiotween foreign 
and Canadian' atudenta. , 

Another suggestion concerned 
sending letters to all McGill stu- 
dents at the beginning of the 
year, informing them of the pro- 
posed activities for the cominf 
month of every club and organi- 
zation on campus. 

In thU-way,Jt was felt, tho 
foreign studcnta in particular 
might find it easier to choose 
their activities and thus become 
acquainted with more aspects of 
college life. 

The effectiveness and utility 
of tlie various national clubs was 
discuisscd and opinions ranged 
from, advocating their total ab<>. 
Ijtioh ° to making tlicir scope 
broader than it now is. , 

CULTURE . 

Far from being detrimental; 
cultural differences were gene- 
rally felt to improve foreign- 
Canadian relations in that they- 
provide interest, and opportuni- 
ties for conversation which other- 
wfse might not 'occur. 

'The Seminar. resumes tomor- 
row, at .which time formal res- 
olutions, embodying the various 
points made during the two daya, 
will be drawn up.-

TIPPED OFF 

Outremont police had been 
tipped off Wednesday evening as 
to the students' intent, and kept 
the cannon under surveillance 
for about an hour. Meanwhile the 
students were keeping an equally 
sharp eye on the police, waiting 
for them to leave. 

The police finally gave up 
early In the morning, and the 
bandits moved in. In a matter of 
minutes, students had raised the 
cannon from its position, hoisted 
it onto their truck, and driven off. 



Outremont police reacted 
quickly by calfing the Montreal 
Police for help. Their combined 
talents proved sufficient to find 
the cannon, but only after a 
Montreal Police Truck became in- 
volved in an accident with a pri- 
vate car at Union and Sherbrooke 
Streets. (Surprisingly close to Mc- 
GiU's Campus), 

The relic, variously described 
as dating from 1890 and as bein;; 
a survivor of the Crimean War, 
was finally discovered about 7.30 
am. For a while it was retained 
on the parking lot, due to stu- 
dent cars barricading the way . 

When Police at last managed to 
recover the cannon and stow it 
in a garage, the Students are 
reported to have reacted by stag- 
ing a protest march on > the Ou- 
tremont City Hall.

Eradicating Leprosy 

• How often did I read in. the Daily com- 
plaints voiced as to the inertia, indifference, lack 
of enthusiasm of the student body at large. I am 
sure McGill students are going to give the lie 
direct to their detractors as soon as they arc 
informed of what is going on in Canada and 
how they can contribute very easily to a very 
worth while humanitarian project which needs 
their co-operation. 

Maybe, last week, you happened in the few 
minutes of relaxation your studies le.ive you, to 
turn on your radio or your TV set and heard an 
interview about leprosy and the Eighth "World 
Day for leprosy sufferers. Neither your editor 
or myself are to blame if you did not read Mr. 
Follereau's appeal nor the poster : 

"They've got leprosy, 
Well, what about it ?" . 

The World Health' Organization has decla- 
red, "Leprosy is infinitely less contagious than 
the majority of ordinary infectious diseases and 
it is perfectly curable". Despite this, such con- 
versations as the following still take place : 

— ^ "Why did you arrest this man ?" 

— "Because he was begging; its forbid- 
den". 

— "He begs beciuse he is hungry. Give 
him work and he will beg no longer". 

— "Work? That's ii^possible, sir. He is 
a leper. It is forbidden. It is impossible". 

Those two short estoppels generate suffe- 
ring, degradation, despair. So you sec, it is not 
enough to. cure the lepers to tave them. Indeed 
it does them little good if wc cure them from 
leprosy and still keep regarding them as "lepers", 
- and deny them the position, respect, friendship, 
and love they deserve as our fellow men, men 
like other men, citizens of equal rigtlis. 

Now, are we going to let .sixteen million 
lepers rot away and die ? Are you s^oing to pass 
me off with the words "I know no leper, I can't 
do nothing, (sic)" ' , . 

You can and indeed I am sure you will. 
You can think of them, speak about them, speak 
for them not accepting to be happy when 16 
million human beines are stumblinc under the 
most irrational yoke, an odious segregation and 
a curable ill. 

You can, set about it with us and then 
every country will have to follow Canada's 
.example and stop playing with the moon and 
coining the arm of our self-destruction for a

Basically, this statement of 
Nietrrhc's turns up what Henry 
Uoscovitch, McGill student and 
poet, is trying to achieve in 
big second book, "The Laugh- 
ing Storm", which goes on sale 
today. Interviewed by the Daily, 
Moscovltch explained his theo- 
ries of philosophy, art and poli- 
tics, which he fecb are part of 
a "New Wind" which will soon 
rrcvaiî in North America. 

"To fiive you a brief history 
nf North American poetry, until 
the thirties we had nothine but 
pansy and flower poems. Then 
cnmc the social poets, lilce 
«.J.M. Smith, F.n. Scott and 
others, who criticized the social 
order, hut stiU tended to be 
conservative. 'First Statement", 
edited by John Sutherland, was 
the beginning of a new school 
of poetry which .floilrished bet- . 
ween 1940 and 1055. 

"But the younger poets today 
have (oidcd to do one of .two ' 
things: either they return to 
formalism — o ."sort of sophtsti- 
rnfed academicism — or Viey 
shriek out in proiext liUc the 
heats, toitfiout form or joy, 
'like the friphtencd bourgeois 
that they really are. 

It's a pervasive melancholy 
resultinff from the cold war and 
an imibilttif to identify them- 
selces with tradtttomit values. 
There has been a collapse of 
religiotts feeling, tluit is, of a 
sense of icoiider and awe at 
ceotion — both in art and in 
the world. Mediocrity is deified, 
sickness and cynicism are glo- 
rified.

In general, 
what I attack is this glorifica- 
tion of sickness, tliis ill health, 
the oedipality of the male, 
shown by q supersophisticated 
diaillusionmé»tj^—- the ^eradica- 
tion offiHifrolé'of the male in 
society and its replacement, by 
the' state — and he /esultinff 
frustration of the female. 

"Young people today have the 
spirit of old men— their sick 
jokes and the cynicism in their 
poetry are symbols of their im- 
potence. Let's be scathing, but 
with laughter. 

"Poetry is a transformation 
of reality: it transcends — per- 
sonal problems — it doesn't sit 



back and look at them cynic- 
ally, nor docs it shriek at them 
in impotent protest. I try to 
maintain a sense of form, of 
health of ecstasy — a theme of 
affirmation.

values more suited to Ihe re- 
volutions of the modern, world. 

"After all, the real point of 
democracy has not i>een to pro- 
duce a rabble — rather to util- 
ize fully the potentialities of 
' the individual, improve the 
chances of prodiicint; great men. 

Exploding Map 

"On thi* exploding map, this 
changing world, the sick poets 
will be forgotten and burled, 
like Ernest La Gallienne (who's 
ever heard of him? — but he 
was an exponent of the school 
of decadent Romanticism), lilce 
the French poets of the mid- 
nineteenth century, and their 
British counterparts of the late 
nineteenth century. 

"fn years to come, I tfiink 
American and Africa might act 
as a buffer agoitut the East. 
The\i will guard the rights and 
freedom of the individual Jyy 
limiting the power of the state 
in certain spheres, ■ although 
more or less accepting ^ociali^t 
economic policies. Furthermore, 
the African tuittons fonce they 
got their economic situation 
straightened out) may teell in- 
fuse the rest of the world loith 
a new Prometheanism •— ' a gol- 
den age of art and literature. 
The potentialities of outer space 
are another source of great ex- 
citement. 

Problems 

'The great problem facing 
the West is how to reconcile the 
drastic needs and drive towards 
economic centralism and scien- 
tific planning with individual- 
ism and Ihe spontaneous imag- 
ination.
